The stra w b erry crop. which is about 
done, was decidedly unsatisfactory in 
yield, but good prices prevailed. 
The blackberries now just coming 
in on the market are a full crop, but 
already complaint is heard from all 
sides because of the low prices offered. 
Cherries 
are 
a complete 
failure, 
barely furnishing enough for the blue­ 
jays. and of an inferior quality. 
Plums of nearly all kinds are a 
full crop 
Grapes 
The late frosts and the con­ 
tinued cold, unseasonable weather has 
reduced 
the 
grape 
crop 
nearly 
fifty per cent and the best weather 
conditions hereafter will not remedy 
the situation so far as this year's crop 
is concerned. 
Peaches—Throughout that section of 
Oklahoma Territory 
where commer­ 
cial peach orcharding is extensively 
practiced, the growers are all busy 
arranging the details for the gathering 
and marketing of the largest peach 
crop 
in the history of the territory. 
Growers' organizations are now per­ 
fected in most of the large produc­ 
ing counties and packages are either 
procured or contracted for 
Picking 
will begin somewhat earlier this sea­ 
son than common, about July 5th in 
the southern portion of the territory 
and pc rhaps ten days later in the ex­ 
treme northern portion. 
Prom figures ; 
obtained from the most reliable sour- j 
Cfs, that part of the 
Elberta 
crop, 
which will seek a m arket outside cf 
the territory . will aggregate about 400 
car loads. 
Immediately preceding ami 
during the time the Oklahoma crop of 
El ber las is being marketed there will 
be 
about 
200 carloads 
of Indian 
Territory and 1.500 of Arkansas stock 
offered, 
in all about 
2,100 
to 
l>e 
marketed within the space of about 
three weeks or an average of IOO cars 
per day. 
Since the middle north takes 
about 300 car loads per day in years 
of plenty, in this year of entire absence 
of early m aturing stock north of us. 
Oklahoma dealers may not become un­ 
duly excited fo fear of an overloaded 
m arket. 
On the other hand they may 
confidently expect a’I good 
sound, 
well selected, 
and 
properly 
packed 
stock to find a ready sale at decidedly 
rem unerative priers. 
During a recent 
visit by the writer to the Arkansas 
district, I learned of some few crops 
that had been contracted at $1 to JI.20 
per six-basket crate f o. b. cars; but 
in the main the crop is being held for 
higher prices which the growers are 
confident will rule at packing time. 
Tim Texas crop is decidedly light 
as is also that of Georgia and other 
Southern states. Missouri and Kansas 
report practically a complete failure, 
which is also the reported condition 
of north Arkansas. 
Apples—The outlook for an apple 
crop in Oklahoma was never quite as 
promising as at this time. 
In view of 
the fact that the crop throughout the

It gives 
distinction without adding a great 
deal to the cost of the house because 
it IB Just another way of making a 
cornice. All good frame houses have 
a common accepted similarity in gen- 
eral appearance.

I that they want to work out and no one 
i else will permit them to experiment 


in that way. It la not necessary to 
have every house just like every other 
house, but there are fundamental prin- 
ciples in house building that we can- 
not get away from. We must use com- 
mon sense In selecting the site, in 
making the foundation, and In finish- 
ing the house. 


Here is a good, sensible six-room 


house that 1> right In every particular, 
but tin large gables are dressed up u 
little different to relieve them from 
excessive plainness.

[a neither expensive nor ridiculous 
but It gives a distinctive finish to the 
house that leaves a pleasing Impres- 
sion. 
In choosing the design for a 


dwelling a good many things must be 
taken into consideration. 
In the first 


place the house must fit the lot. Some 
lots seem to require a square house 
while a golhlc house will fit other lo- 
cations 
better. 
In some neighbor- 


hoods oottages look thoroughly at 
home while on other streets three- 
story houses are just the thing. Very 
much depends on the size of the lot, 
on the width of the »treet and general 
surroundings, 
Not every community 


architecture, usually without the Now 
England embellishment of shrubs and 
flowers, a redeeming feature In tho 
east that is very noticeable to a west- 
erner. 
We have in this design a front open
